And His Majeſty doch ſtraicly Charge and Command, "Thar no F.cition of the Book of Common Prayer be 
from henceforth Printed, but with thele Amendments; and that in the mean time, till Copies of ſuch Edition may 
be had, all Parſons, Vicars and Curates within this Realm, do ( for the preventing of Miſtakes } with the Pen 
Correct and Amend all ſuch Prayers in their Church Books, accorcing to the foregoing Directions : And for the 
berter Notice hereof, that this Order be torchwith Printed and pubiuhed, and {ent to the {cveral Pariſhes ; and thar 
che Right Reverend the Biſhops take care, that Obedience be paid to the ſame accordingly, within their relpective
